J7r. A. J. Baxter, a member of the 


County Hospital stufl of physicians, said 
he was pieseut at.the hospital when the 
wounded police weie brought In. 


"Give the names of the officers you at- 


tended if you cun," said the State,s at- 
torney. 


"I attended nearly all ol them," re- 


plied the wllncss; "butthe> were brought 
lu so last that 1 had no time to notice 
their names; their wounds seemed to 
me to be oi more Importance at thai 
time." 
The wltueiw then described the nature 


of the wounds he dressed, in much the 
ciuno manner as had been done by othci 
medical witnesses, and was excused. 


E. F. L. Gauss was next called and 


asked to lead his translation of portions 
oi a sheet entitled The Anarchist, vol- 
ume I, No. 1. The paper was published 
at the Arbeiter Zeitung office, and in a 
'notice lequested tlmt subscriptions be 
sent to C. Engel. The flrst translation 
read was that of the announcement ol 
tho publishcis. In this It was stated 
that the object of the paper was "to pro- 
mote the Anarchical doctrine." Other 
articles, all written in a highly heroic 
vein, lamented the oppression of capital 
and advocated revolutionary principles. 


Eugene Zelger, an editorial writer on 


the I'reie I'rease, identified some manu- 
script writing In German to be the hand- 
writing of Schwab. 
The .manuscript 


was that of tho celebrated "blood" cdlto- 
rlul published in the Arbetter Zeitung ol 
May 4. 
The prosecution then caused a num- 


ber of articles to be read of the Alarm 
and other Socialistic organs. These all 
preached revolution in more or less 
startling language. Oue article signed 
"Dynamite" had a sort of grin' humor 
about it that tickled the prisoners Im- 
mensely, and made Mrs. Parsons laugh 
Inwardly unill the tears ran down her 
cheeks. The tenor ol the article was 
ubqut as follows: 


Dynamite Is the stuff, and don't yon 


forget It. Enough of It to fill your vest 
pocket has the power to do more for the 
wa™e slavesi of tbis country than a 
bushel basket lull ol bulleta. Fill a 
piece of gas-pipe with some ol this good 
stuff, plug the ends, Insert a fuse and cap, 
touch it off and introduce it among a lot 
of rich loafers, und there will be a cheer- 
ful scattering of unemployed capital that 
will be felt for some time. TMs is the 
sluS to use on the flouting population 
which earns Its bread by the sweat of 
other men's brows. 


Another article gave minute Instruc- 


tions how to handle dynamite for revolu- 
tionary purposes. Tor further Instruc- 
tions the reader was requested to apply 
to "A. S., The Alarm." 
Relating to the 


Illling of bombs, the Instiuctlons were 
most complete. At the beginning of the 
article dynamite was referred to as "the 
powerful agent of civilization. 


Au article onblisded lu the Alarm, pur- 


porting to be Jiom tlio pen of an army 
officer, and originally contributed to tbe 
San Fiunclsco Truth, was read. It gave 
a technical description of a system ol 
street defenses Which the writer thought 
would pro\a much more effective than 
those ordinarily made use of. The article 
spoke sneerhigly of the militia, and re- 
ferred to au army officer who, after 
speudlng a lifetime In researches for the 
benellt of his profession, had blown his 
biains out because he could discover no 
means of opposing or counteracting the 
effect of ten pounds of dynamite, 


Kredenck 
Drevvei testified that he 


tound, under a .sidewalk in North Paulina 
stieet, neat Chicago avenue, four cans 
Illled with some substance which he pre- 
sumed was an explosive of some sort. 
The cans, which were about two and a 
half inches in diameter by six Inches 
high, weie brought lu and identified by 
the witness. 


Officer Michael Whalen was called, and 


testified that when these cans were dis- 
covered his attention was called to them 
before their removal from the vicinity 
where they weie found. 


The defense objected to any testimony 


from the witness as to the contents ol 
the cans, and the witness was allowed to 
go, the Judge deciding that the cans had 
not been connected lu any way with the 
case.

Harrlstovrn, Totally Destroyed. 


Boon after six o'clock last evening the 


J. Q. Willard bam, a quarter of a mile 
southwest of Harristown, caught fire in 
some unknown manner, and was entirely 
consumed, entailing an estimated loss of 
86,000 to 87,000. The barn was a solid 
two-story structure, built nearly 25 years 
ago, size 40x80 feet, and contained 1,200 
bushels of wheat (500 of whioh belonged 
to & 0. Lancaster), sis sets of harness, a 
lot of corn, 40 tons of hay, a vast amount 
of farming machinery, a header and wag- 
on, valuable shop tools and other articles. 
There were no horses in the barn, Tndy 
Willard having turned them out into the 
field at sundown, when he started for 
Harristown. J. Q. Willard was in the 
yard milking a cow when he looked up 
and saw the lower part ot the bam on 
flre. The flames spread with great rapid- 
ity, and in a few moments the entire 
structure was ablaze. Fifty to seventy- 
five farmers came to Mr. WiUard's help 
and by hard work succeeded in saving 
the large dwelling, 160 feet distant, from 
destruction. A. hen house between the 
boose and barn was burnt Within an 
hour the barn was a mass of smouldering 
ruins. All of Mr. Willard's farm ma- 
ohiney, except a hay-stacker and a mow- 
er, was destroyed. He had the property 
insured for 82200. How the fire started 
is'a matter of speculation. Some think 
it was caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion, while others who know that there 
were matches lying about on the work 
bench in the shop part ot the barn, think 
that a rat or oat .may have knocked a 
tool over on a match that became ignited 
and thus started the damaging oonttagra- 
tion. Mr. Willard is a very wealthy man, 
aud while the loss is heavy, he is well 
able to stand it
